The Colima Goes Down With 182 
Persons - Aboard. 


NINETEEN REACH SHORE, 


Feared. That All Others Who Were 
Aboard the Steamer Have 
Been Lost. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. May 2.—The 
steamship Colima, with 182 persons aboard, 
including passengers and crew, foundered 
off the coast of Mexico on Monday. Four- 
teen passengers and five members of the 
crew reached Manzanilla, Mex., yesterday 
and gave the first information of the ves- 
sel’s fate. Whether the remainder of the 
passengers and crew escaped in small boats 
or were drowned is not known. 

Definite but meagre news of the disaster | 
Was received at 12 o’clock last night by 
H. Schwerin, general manager and vice- 
president of the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., 
to which corporation the steamer belonged. 

A telegram informed Mr. Schwerin that 
a boat containing fourteen passengers and 
five members of the crew of the steamer 
reached Manzanillo yesterday and gave 
the startling information that the Colima 
had foundered the day before not far 
from that port. The names of the passengers 
and seamen in the small boat were not 
given in the dispatch. Neither was there 
any information about the remainder of the 
passengers and the crew. 

The Colima sailed from San Francisco 
on the ith inst. for Panama and way ports. 
She carried 112 passengers, forty in the cabin 
and twenty-six whites and forty-six Chin- 
ese in the steerage. The officers and crew 
mumbered seventy, making in all 182 on 
board the steamer. 

Alexander Center, General Agent of the 
company, says he is confident that other 
boats will come in, but if there was any 
loss of life it will be impossible to give a 
full list of the dead, as on her way down 
the vessel doubtless picked up other passen- 
—_ in addition to those she took from this 
city.

The Colima was a single-screw propeller, 
with iron hull. She was built, in at 
Chester, Pa., by John Roach & Sons. Her 
tonnage was 2,909.64 gross, 2,143.85 net; her 
horse-power 1,100 and her speed 11% knots. 
This was her 129th voyage to Panama. She 
carried about 2,000 tons of cargo and was 
valued at $103,000.

The President, Cabinet Members and 
Many Distinguishei Per- 
| sons Present. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Before 8 o’clock 
this morning tho floral tributes to the dis- 
tinguished dead began fo arrive at the old 
Pomeroy House, overlooking Lafayette 
Square, now an annex to the Arlingtan, in 
which the remains of Secretary Gresham 
lay. Only a few pieces, however, were re- 
ceived there, most of them.were sent to the 
White House, where the service was to be 
held. Those taken into the drawing-room 
were a beautiful wreath of lillies of the 
valley and roses from the Department oft 
State, a massive tablet of orchids from the 
Cabinet, a huge wreath of purple orchids, 
calla lillies and lillies of the valley tied with 
royal purple, from the members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, a cross from the Depart- 


ment of Potomac G. A. R., and a battle flag 


from the Secretary's old comrades of the 
Army of Tennessee, a blue field of immor- 
telles, with white square in the center, con- 
taining the representation of a pile of bul- 
lets and the words “Forty Rounds.” 
The casket lay in the drawing-room look- 
ing out upon the public square. Secretary 
and Mrs. Lamont, First Assistant Post 
master-General Jones, ex-Secretary of the 
Teeasury Bristow and Mrs. Bristow, and a 
few other intimate friends were with the 
sorrowing and stricken family. Mra. 
Gresham, broken in spirit, exhausted by 
her long vigils and overcome with grief, 
was in such a nervous state that her daugh- 
ter and son prevailed upon her not to un- 
dertake the trying ordeal of attending the 
services at the White House. At 8:30 o clock 
therefore, the doors were ail closed, and the 
stricken family were left alone with their 
dead.

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WIFE IN NAME ONLY. 


Woeful Predicament in Which Mrs. Ida 


Anderson Believes Herseif, 


Mrs. Ida Anderson of 7316 South Sixth 
street is in the woeful predicament of a 
woman deserted. by her husband and un- 
certain whether she is his lawful wife. If 
her marriage with Benjamin Anderson was 
a bigamous one she can easily secure re- 
lease from a disagreeable union, but the 
fact will leave an unpleasant aspersion on 
herself and her two-weeks’-old babe. 

Ida Anderson is the oldest daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Schiefelbein, who now 
live at No. 7316 South Sixth street, Caronde- 


let. On March 7, 1892, at Belleville, she 
married Benjamin Anderson, a young man 
whom she had known intermittently for 


years. Though classed as a laborer and 
having no regular trade, Anderson could 
have done fairly well as a bread-winner. 
According to the statements of his wife 
and mother-in-law, Anderson, soon after 
marriage, developed into a loafer, and per- 
sisted in working only just enough to 
supply his own wants. By and by reports 
began to reach the Schiefelbeins that Ida 
was not even the lawful wife of Anderson, 
and the farther they looked into this feat- 
ure of their affliction, the stronger seemed 
the probability that he had contracted a 
marriage before the one in which she was 
concerned. He was said to have wedded in 
1891 a woman named Mary Leahy, and when 
the young wife spoke to him about it he 
carelessly replied: 

“Do you think I am a fool? I lived with 
that woman a little while and then she went 
back to her husband.“ 

On Tuesday Mrs. Schiefelbein came up to 
the Court-house and had the records in the 
Marriage License Department searched. 
She was shown an entry, dated Jan. 8, 
1891, showing that a license had been 
282 to Benjamin Anderson and Mary 

eahy. Without waiting to take any steps 
against Anderson, Mrs. Schiefelbein has- 
tened back to Carondelet with the un- 
welcome (or welcome?) tidings that her 
daughter was not leg bound to Ander- 
son. 

Anderson’s wife claims he has not sup- 
ported her for many months and she has 
not seen him for ten days. He called on her 
at her parents’ residence one week ago last 
Sunday, chiefly for by purpose, it would 
seem, of notifying hei that when their in- 
fant child, now seven, weeks’ old, had 
reached the mature age of two months, he 
would expect her to get „5 and assist in 
supporting it and herself.

What 
little money he did earn was spent on him- 
self, and he even owes me for board when 
they were living with me and when my 
daughter was working for her's. When 
they had the second-story of the house 
next to this we had to pay the rent, be- 
cause he would never do it.“ 

Mrs. Anderson No. 2, as she now believes 
herself, was not any more 8 
in her references to the man whose name 
she bears. Most of his wages, when he 
worked at all, were spent on himself before 
ever he got home, and if he gave me $5 he 
made me pay # cents a week for his to- 
bacco, give him 8 cents a day for beer and 
pay his car fare, besides running the house 
and providing for myself and the baby. We 
had one child before and it was sick all the 
time and he to say often that he 
wished it was dead, so that I could go to 
work. When I taxed him about this other 
marriage, he said that he only lived with 
the woman, was never marri to her, and 
that when he was young and foolish; that 
the woman was already married and that 
she had gone back to her husband. Once 
I heard that he had gone to his sister’s 
house and tore up a’ paper that was in a 
frame there, and when I asked him about 
it he said that it was his sister’s marriage 
license, but I believe it was his certificate 
of marriage to this other woman.” 

The most serious doubt that has been 
cast ypon the ty of Anderson’s first 
marriage comes m anh intelligent colored 
woman, a neighbor of the Schiefelbeins. 
Her name is Lizzie Rogers. She said:

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THE OHIO CONVENTION. 


The interest with which the platform of 
the Ohio Republicans was awaited be- 
cause of Senator Sherman's statement 
that it would outline the policy of the 
Republicans in 1896 is not justified by the 
result of the Zanesville Convention’s 
deliberations.” There is no bugle note 
in its utterances. Any Republican plat- 
form of the past decade would have 
served as well. It is a rehash of the 
stale old doctrines which have made lat- 
ter-day Republicanism a reproach. 

On the tariff the Ohio Republicans have 
nothing to offer except repudiated Mc- 
Kinleyism garnished with the recipro- 
city sham, which Mr. Blaine devised to 
stem the advancing tide of tariff reform. 

The money plank is a straddle and a 
fraud. After indulging in the usual cant 
of the gold monometallists on “honest 
money” the convention has this to offer 
on the subject of bimetallism: 

We favor bimetallism and demand the 
use of both gold and silver as standard 
money, either in accordance with the ratio 
to be fixed by an international agreement, 
if that aan be obtained, or under such re- 
astrictions and such provisions, to be de- 
termined by legislation, as will secure the 
maintenance of the parity of values of the 
two metals, so that the purchasing and 
debt-paying power of the dollar, whether 
of silver, gold or paper, shall be at all 
times equal. 

No special intelligence is required to 
discover that this is fraud which has not 
ever the merit of cleverness. It is a palp- 
able sham, an awkward juggle unworthy 
of that Prince of political jugglers, John 

Sherman, and indicating that his hand ts 
losing its cunning. It is intended to be 
interpreted by the silver Republicans. 
as favoring silver and by the gold stand- 
ard Republicans as expressing their 
views. Of course if a victory were won 
on such a platform it would be inter- 
preted exactly as Cleveland interpreted 
the Democratic platform of 1892—in ac- 
cordance with the Rothschild-Belmont 
view. 

The convention strengthened the 
pledge of a return to McKinleyism by 
recommending Gov. McKinley for the 
Presidential nomination. But this is 
likely to prove an empty honor. The 
nomination of Foraker for the Senate 
and of Foraker's friend Bushnell for 
Governor shows that Foraker is in con- 
trol of the machine and can easily gar- 
field the Governor in the National con- 
vention. 
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HARCOURT’S REPLY, 


Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chancel- 
lor of the Bxchequer, has replied to the 
memorial forwarded to him by a com- 
mittee of bankers and financiers, protest- 
ing against any steps being taken to- 
wards the remonetization of silver. As 
was expected, he agreed very cordially 
with their demand. 

“You may rely upon it,“ he said “that 
Her Majesty’s Government will give no 
- eountenance to any change in the funda- 
mental principles of our monetary sys- 
tem, nor in any discussions in which 
they may be called upon to take part 
will they admit any doubt as to their in- 
tentions firmly to g@dheré to the single 
gold standard.”

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THE BRIDGE COMBINE PROSECUTIONS. 


It is gratifying to note that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has at last 
awakened to a sense of its duty in the 
matter of forcing the corporations in the 
Bridge and Terminal combine to comply 
with the law. 

As the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly 
pointed out it has been clearly within 
the power and duty of the Commission 
to relieve the commerce of St. Louis from 
the oppression of this trust. Now that 
ample evidence of its violations of law 
has been brought out by the Llinois 
Senate Committee, Chairman Morrison 
justifies the position of the Post-Dispatch 
by declaring that the Commission can 
and will act. He announces the Com- 
mission will soon meet in this city to 
take testimony. 

But the action of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will be wholly inde- 
pendent of other proceedings and should 
not interrupt suits against the combine 
corporations under the laws of Missouri 
and Illinois. Nor does it supersede prose- 
cutions under the Federal laws. The 
Commission can only prevent pooling 
and discrimination in future. 

The obligation of Atty.-Gen. Olney, 
Atty.-Gen. Maloney, and Atty.-Gen. 
Walker to proceed against the trust un- 
der Federal and State laws is not les- 
sened by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s work. The combine should be 
attacked from every side exposed to legal 
prosecution. 


A TYPICAL PIECE OF CLEVELANDISM. 


Mr. Cleveland’s disappointment be- 
cause the Memphis convention refused to 
fall in line with his extreme gold mono- 
metallic views emphasizes the extraordi- 
‘nary situation in which many followers 
of the Administration now find them- 
selves. 

The Administration Democrats of the 
West and South have been supporting 
Mr. Cleveland as a bimetallist.

» “Nevertheless the League will spread 
bimetallic doctrine. The Bulletin de la 
Ligue will serve to propagate our ideas 
and to keep members posted with regard 
to the progress of the movement in France 
and abroad. 

The League has been formed under the 
e of three powerful societies, La 

ciete des Agricultures de France, L’As- 
sociation de Industrie et de l’Agriculture 
Francaises and La Societe ationale 
d' Encouragement a l’Agriculture. Of the 
last named society I am president, while 
M. Meline djrects the Association of In- 
dustry and Agriculture. M. Meline would 
have -beeen appointed president of the Bi- 
metallic League had not the members 
wished to avoid identifying bimetallism 
with protectionism, for though the ma- 
jority of French bimetallists are protec- 
tionists, those terms are by no means 
synonymous. For instance, the Secre- 
tary and real organizer of the League, 
Edmond Thery, is an ardent free-trader, 
and he does not stand alone. 

“The League’s aim is to enlighten public 
Gpimioh in France respecting monetary 
questions- in general and with regard to 
the practical and theoretical value of the 
double standard in particular. The means 
employed will be the collection and pub- 
lication of statistics of all kinds bearing 
upon monetary questions, and the dis- 
semination of pamphlets, articles and 
treatises, Our object is; of course, to se- 
cure an international agreement to ar- 
range for the free coinage of gold and sail- 
ver, the relative value of the two metals 
being fixed at 1 to 16%. 

“I cannot say whether the introduc- 
tion of bimetallism would cause a rise in 
prices or not. Iam not Inclined to be as 
positive one way or the other as are many 
champions and adversaries of the double 
standard—for instance, MM. Thery and 
Yves Guyot. The only reasonable thing 
seems to be to study the question and seek 
a solution. No good is done by dogmatiz- 
ing for or against.

HOBRMANN'S WIFE LOPES, 


The Legless Newsboy ’s Fond Spouse 
Deserts Him for Her Star Boarder. 


Gone with a handsomer man! 

This was the brief, but expressive an- 
nouncement made by John F. Hoermann, 
the legless newsboy, when he called at the 
Four Courts Wednesday morning to pro- 
cure the arrest of the despoiler of his home. 

On Monday morning his gay young wife, 
Myrtle, eloped with Dave McVey, a boarder 


at the Hoęrmann domicile. Where the 
elopers went Hoermann does not know, but 
he wants his false friend and faithless wife 
arrested. 

McVey is 26 years old, rather a good look- 
ing man and has boarded with the Hoer- 
manns about a year. During this time he 
evinced a decided liking for the prepossess- 
ing young wife and, according to Hoer- 
mann's statements, made altogether too 
free with her. 

Several family rows have grown out of 
the overly loving attitude of the pair, but 
until Monday noon, when Hoermann went 
to his home, 2800 Indiana avenue, and found 
it deserted it never dawned upon him that 
his wife was really in love with the lively 
young boarder. 

The doors were unlocked and everything 
pointed to the hasty departure of the guilty 
pair. Hoermann’s trunk was mising and 
every stitch of clothing owned by his wife 
had been packed into it. A visit to McVey’s 
room revealed a similar state of affairs. 
Then it dawned upon the too confiding hus- 
band that his wife had eloped with the 
boarder. 

At first Hoermann was almost heart- 
broken. He decided to wait till night and 
see if the faithless wife would return home. 
He waited, but she came not. He waited 
another day and still no tidings from the 
woman. 

Then he went to the Four Courts to swear 
out a warrant. He climbed the three flights 
of iron stairs and poured his tale of woe 
into the ear of Assistant Prosecuting John- 
son. The latter could do nothing for him 
and referred him to the Chief of Police. 
The case was placed in the hands of Chief 
of Detectives Desmond, who will run down 
Mrs. Hoermann and her lover and bring 
them back to the city if they can be found. 
Hoermann says he will prosecute both. He 
was greatly excited and tears came into 
his eyes when he referred to his ruined 
home. 

Hoermann is the legless newsboy who has 
sold papers at Broadway and ‘Locust street 
for several years. He is a well-known char- 
acter. Both legs are off at the hips and he 
makes his way on his hands, by swinging 
his body forward. He is 34 years old. 

A little over two years ago he married 
Miss Myrtle Mead, aged 20, a shy country 
lass of Jerseyville, III. He met the girl at 
the home of his cousin and it seemed to be 
a case of love at first sight arid they were 
soon wed. They opened a boarding house at 
2800 Indiana avenue and while the wife cared 
for the house Hoermann sold papers. The 
newspapers devoted a great deal of space 
to the strange wedding and the reception 
that followed, in which a foaming keg of 
beer and a dance by the legless man were 
the prime features.

Diocesan Convention began at 10 a. m. 
Wednesday in the Sunday school room of 
Schuyler Memorial House. The devotional 
services were held in the Mary E. Boffinger 
Memorial Chapel at 9 a. m. 

After the reading of the minutes Bishop 
Tuttle appointed standing committees as 
follows:

Resolutions on the death of the late Rev. 
John Gierlow were adopted. The Sunday- 
school Committee submitted the following 
resolution: * 

Resolved, That no service books will be 
used in the Sunday-school but the book of 
common prayer and the church hymnal. 

Mr. Skinker demanded a reason for the 
offering of the resolution and Rey. Mr. 
Miller, Chairman of the committee, made 
an explanation. He said he knew that man 
Sunday-schools open and close services with 
prayers and versicles not to be found in the 
Book of Common Prayer, and this was the 
case, he said, even in some city churches. 

Rev. Mr. Short objected to the resolu- 
tion and moved to amend so that the com- 
mittee merely suggest that the prayer book 
and hymnal be used and not direct or ad- 
vise this course. Rev. Dr. Robert said he 
the ht the amendment was the funniest 
thi. ; he ever heard. He thought that the 
convention should make an order that only 
the books mentioned should be used. 

Mr. Waterworth offered as a substitute 
that the Sunday-school Committee confer 
with the rectors and provide a uniform 
service. The substitute was adopted. While 
no direct reference was made to the nature 
of the objectionable prayers and versicles, 
it was evident that the amendment was 
aimed at the ritualists. 

Mr. Wallace Delafield, Treasurer of the 
diocese, read his report, which showed 
a balance of $324.8. He read other reports, 
as follows: 

Aged and infirm clergy fund, balance on 
hand last year, $1,701.09; since xeceived, 
$4,872.79; balance on hand now, $4, The- 
ological educational fund, balance now on 
hand, $1,622.21. Permanent Episcopal fund, 
balance on hand last year, $360.24; balance 
now on hand, $172.91. 

Several of the clerical and lay nominees 
for the standing committee withdrew until 
only the present members of the committee 
remained as nominees, and they were re- 
elected by the unanimous vote of the con- 
vention, cast by the Secretary. The mem- 
bers thus chosen are Rev. Montgomery 
Schuyler, Rev. P. G. Robert, Rev. S. M. 
Green and Messrs. Marshall S. Snow, Henry 
S. Potter and Thomas M. Skinker. 

The election of four clerical and four lay 
delegates to the general convention of the 
church to be held in Minneapolis, Minn., 
in October, was then taken up. As it was a 
matter of common report that the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church Association would 
show its hand in this contest, much in- 
terest was manifested. The nominees were: 
Revs. P. G. Robert, Wm. Short, Wm. El- 
mer, K. M. Dean, J. P. T. Ingraham, R. A. 
Holland, John Wilkinson, S. H. Green, W. 
A. Hatch, Wm. Bardens, W. H. Watts, C. 
H. Trottman, J. B. Ritchie, E. P. Little 
and G. B. D. Miller; laymen, Merrs. W. P. 
Donaldson, G. M. Maverick, Hon. A. A. 
Lesueur, Secretary of State; John R. Trip- 
lett, H. H. Dennison, Judge J. W. Emerson 
of Ironton, C. M. Lackland, F. J. McMasters, 
Thomas K. Skinker and F. M. Judson. . 

At Tuesday afternoon’s session of the 
convention Bishop Tuttle delivered his an- 
nual address, in which he reviewed the 
work of the past year and spoke words of 
cheer for the future. 

The Committee on Sunday-Schools offered 
a resolution which declared that the basis 
of all instruction in the Sunday-Schools 
should be the catechism and the Christian 
year of the Church. But in making this 
recommendation the committee averred it 
did not ignore the Scriptures, but claimed 
that a knowledge of the catechism and 
Christian year is the key to the right un- 
derstanding of the Bible. 

Rev. P. . Fauntleroy opposed the res- 
olution, holding that nothing could take the 
place of the Bible as the basis of religious 
instruction. Rev. Dr. Holland and Mr. 
Fauntleroy had a spirited debate before the 
resolution was adopted. 

The first ballot resulted in a concurrent 
majority of clergy and laity for Rev. P. G.

Mrs, Pearl Ellis, Deserted by Her Hu- 
band, Attempted a Fatal Course. 


Driven to desperation by want, deserted 
by her husband and with her 14-months- 
old baby dying at home for want of medi- 
cine and nourishment, Mrs. Pearl Ellis, 22. 
years old, attempted Tuesday night to take 


the first. plunge in the downward course 
that would have branded her as an outcast.

She said her maiden name was Wallace 
and that her home was formerly in Ne- 
braska, where, three years ago, she married 
William Ellis, a millwright. They lived 
happily in Nebraska until about three 
months ago, when they moved to St. Louis, 
Ellis thinking he could better his condition. 
In this he was mistaken. He was unable 
to secure work and the little money they 
had saved was soon spent. They occupied 
modest apartments at Chestnut street. 

When poverty begay to stare them in the 
face Ellis grew m and despondent, 
often cursing the day on which they aban- 
doned their Nebraska home. Things went 
from bad to worse. Finally the baby be- 
came ill. Having no money with which to 
procure a physician and medicine, the child. 
grew worse. Its plaintive cries for relief 
drove the father almost to madness and 
one day about a month ago he deserted his 
home, Since then his wife has had no word 
from him. 

How she has managed to exist Mrs. Ellis 
said she did not know.
